That is the story of the ati ot the repub- 
Jican national commitiee in a natshell. 
Quay and Dudley Out. 

The republican national committee met this 
morning. The resignations of Quay and 
Dudley as chairman and treasurer were ac- 
cepted. The action of the executive com- 
mittee in naming J. 8. Clarkson, of Iowa, as 
chairman and William Barbour, of New York, 
as treasurer was approved. One hour was 
granted each city to present ity claims for the 
national convention. 

Garrett A. Hobart, of New Jersey, was 

ted vice.chairman of the committee. Then 
nis T. Flynn’scredentialg as committee- 
man from Oklahoma were approved. 

There was, perhaps, never such a pitter 
struggle for the location of a convention. It 
lagged from 11 o’clock this morning until mid- 
night. All the cities which putin bids worked 
hard and spent a great deal of money, but it 
was apparent this morning that the only two 
cities really in the race were’ Minneapolis and 
Cincinnati. The trans-Missisgippi cities had 
formed an iron-clad agreement to hang to- 
gether. The logic of their claims, top, was 
good. And they made the landing hand- 
somely. 

San Francisco’s Claims. 

Congressman McKenna opened the speech- 
making by presenting the claims of San Fran- 
cisco as the place for holding the next conven- 
tion, and was followed by M. H. DeYoung, of 
The San Francisco Chronicle, who also filed 
the Golden Gate’s $50,000 bond to carry out 
its offer of defraying the expenses, including 
the expenses of delegates ang a trip to Yo- 
semite Valley. 4 

Francis G. Newlands, of Nevada, also spoke 
for the Pacific coast. 

Chicago’s Promige. 

Mr. Campbell, of Iliinois, a member of the 
committee, submitted on the part of Chicago 
the resolution adopted some weeks ago by the 
business men to the effect that Chicago was 
not a competitor for the convention, but 
would do what she had gliways done if 
selected. 

The claims of Detroit were put forth by ex- 
Senator Palmer, Congressmep Brewer and 
Allen and Senator Stockbridge; 

Minneapolis Wants It. 

Senator Washburn, Chief Clerk Johnson, of 
the United States senate; Governor Merriam, 
of Minnesota; Senator Casey and Committee- 
man Johnson, of North Dakota, told why 
Minneapolis should be chosen. 

And St. Louis, Too. 

Chauncey I. Filley, of Missouri, presented 
St. Louis as a good town for the reason that he 
should be embarrassed as a member of the 
committee, if he did not say something about 
his home state and city. | 

Omaha Puts In an Oar. 

Judge C.R, Scott, in urging Omaha's claims, 
went somewhat out of the beaten path by 
not speaking sweet nothings of other 
cities, and, instead of scaring New York and 
Chicago, the latter he remarked could not 
break faith with the western people, who had 
given it the world’s fair, and go unwhipped of 
justice. 7

During the progress of the fight today this 
city was practically isolated from the outside 
world, as far as telegraphic facilities were con- 
cerned.

Not a word of 
the meeting of the committee could be flashed 
out of Washington during the day. But the 
afternoon papers did not miss a great deal.

Orators Were Pientjful. 

San Francisco, Detroit, Minneapolis, Omaha 
and New York had their innings before the 
recess. They each put forward their crack 
orators, and the burden of their song was that 
the republican party was rapidly going to 
pieces in their sections, and unless something 
was done to stimulate the republicans the 
party might as well hang its harp on the-wil- 
lows. All the western oratory teld how the 
West was slipping away from them, and unless 
& revival of some kind was held'in the country 
beyond the Mississipp!, at which the mourners 
could be brought to the anxioys bench, they

A Little Confession. 

Obanncey I. Filly, the republican boss of 
St. Louis, also startled the assembled hosts by 
afrank confession of how the republicans 
purchased Indiana in 1888.

Blaine’s Name Cheered, 

The principal feature of the meeting before 
the recess this evening was the demonstration 
made whenever Bifine’s name was mentioned. 
Every one here now believes that Blaine will 
be a candidate, and whenever there was even 
a remote reference to the plumed knight the 
rafters rang with cheers and applause. Napo- 
leon McKinley and Governor Foraker’s names 
were also cheered during the proceedings to- 
day, but the great Ohio demonstration was re- 
served for tonight, when Colonel Conger, as 
the committeeman from Ohio, announced that 
Cincinnati: had selected from the picket 
lines Foraker and McKinley to present her 
case. When ex-Governor Foraker stepped upon 
the stand, everything that had previously oc- 
curred in the way of demonstration was. com 
pletely eclipsed. The audience rose to its feet, 
and for three or four minutes the ladies waved 
handkerchiefs while the men swung their hats 
and everybody yelled and shouted and chéereds 
Governor Foraker’s speech was the best of the 
day. A gifted orator, full of impassioned elo- 
quence, the ex-governor’s words thrilled his 
audience and made their blood tingle. He was 
at his best, and time and again he was inter- 
rupted with the most vociferousapplause. He 
began with a eulogy of Mr. Fassett, the 
new secretary of the committee and the de, 
feated candidate for governor of New York, 

Foraker’s Speech. 

Foraker’s speech was remarkable for the en- 
dorsement he gave McKinley and Sherman. 
After stating that Cincinnati would not decry 
other cities, he said, turning to Fassett: 

**You are precisely the kind of a republican 
the Ohio people like. Youare a fighting re- 
publican. Some day you will be crowned with 
victory. Good men have been defeated be- 
fore.’ [Great and prolonged applause. ] 

Then, after speaking of Cincinnati’s central 
location near the center of population, he con- 
tinued : 

“The convention was not needed to carry 
Ohio. Thank God! Ohio was a republican 
state. It had had its campaign of education, 
and the people of Ohio had spoken upon the 
questions to be met next year by the country. 
After a brilliant campaign William McKinley 
had been elected governor,—[{app!ause]—and 
the vote by which he had been 
elected was a test vote upon next year’s issues. 
All the other cities had trouble which could 
be cured only by the convention. Butas five 
of them were troubled, why cure one at the 
expense of the others? Better have them all 
come down to Cincinnati, where 
there was pure, unadulterated republic- 
anism that would regenerate all of 
them and cure other political ailments. You 
wouldn’t hear tell of the Farmers’ AllHance in 
Ohio. The Sockless Simpson was glad to get 
“n alive. Whiskered Peffer tarried not 
ong. 

“The republicans met them on the threshold 
when they came boasting of their intention of 
overthrowing that grand old man, John 
Sherman, and drgve them out discomfited, 
disheartened and overthrown. [Great ap- 
plause.}], Republicans of Ohio wanted no 
such monkey ticket. They believed in the 
principles of therepublican party as exem- 
plified by Lincoln, upheld by Grant and rep- 
resented by Benjamin marrison in the white 
house today.”” [Applause.] 

McKinley’s Remarks. 

Mr. McKinley, in the course of his presenta- 

tion of Cincinnati’s claims, made the follow- 


ing reference to the south: 

Was it not worth while to try to carry some of 
the republican states of the south? West Vir- 
ginia was just as good a republican state today as 
Ohio, andif the republican party did half the 
work in West Virginia and in Tennessee that it 
did in Ohio and New York, both those states 
would give their electoral vote for the republican 
candidate. Let the committee put the convention 
in Cincinnati, and these southern states would be 

tin touch with it. Southern républicans would 

encouraged. They would come to Ciacinnati 
and take in some of the inspiration that would be 
fonnd at that great natio convention wherever 
it was to be held. 

Onthe questions of _—— tariff and of the 
honest dollar the republican party stood united, 
but it stood just as united on the question of in- 
sisting that every citizen of the country should 
have the right to vote, and the right to have his 
vote counted. [Applause.]. That was one of the 
rreat cardinal principles of the republican party. 
That should never be forgotten, and no republican 
speech should ever be made in any part of the 
union that did not insist on the recognition of 
that constitutional nigas of suffrage in évery 
section and corner of the land. 

Representative Evans, of Tennessee, intro- 
duced Colonel Bradley to speak for the new 
south, for Chattanooga, Tenn. Colonel Brad- 
ley said : 

here are no more loyal ”_ le on earth than 
the republicans of the south. They were repub- 
licans when it cost something to be so. The 
loyal part of Tennessee—East Tennessee—sent 
more soldiers into the union army than any cor- 
responding area of this country. After the war 
the republicans of the north had forgotten their 
southern brethren in the old whig states of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, and left them to work alone 
for their owb salvation. But they had 
with their own  é&tron arms fought 
their own battles and rolled up republican 
strength as shown by the figures. There was the 
place for republican missionary work. While the 
vote was dwindling out west, it was increasing in 
the south, and if such menas McKinley and 
Foraker and Fassettand others came down and 
preached republican doctfine there would be the 
grandest revival on earth. Hotel accommoda- 
tions? Why, in 1863 Chattanooga had accomma- 
dated 200,000, and with them were Grant and 
Sherman and Thomas. Lét the convention come 
and the people of Chattanooga would build them 
a wigwam way up on Lookout mouutain, where 
Old Thomas fought his battle in the clouds, Now 
there caine from the south, fromthe land of 
bondage came the cry: “Come and helpas. Give 
the south a chance in God’s name.”’ The day 
would then come when there would uprise in the 
south a Joshua to lead the republican hosts to 
victory across the Ohio river. 

The Balloting. 


First Ballot~Minneapodlis, 13; New York, 9; 
San Francisco, 8; Omaha, 5; Chattanooga, 4; 
Cincinnati, 4; Pittsburg, 2; Detroit, 1; St. 
Louis, 1. 

The second ballot showed only slight 
changes, but when the third was reached all 
except five cities dropped out, with this re- 
sult: Omaha, 4; Minneapolis, 13; Cincinnati, 
12; San Francisco, 7; New York, 10, 

On the fourth ballot Cincinnati got two 
votes from New York, leading with 15 votes. 
San Francisco also got one from New York. 

On the next bailot Minneapolis went up to 
17, San Francisco falling back. 

Sixth Ballot—Mitneapolis, 20; Cincinnati, 
15; New York, 5; Omaha, 4; San Franciséo, 3. 

Seventh and Last Baliot—Minneapolis, 29; 
Cincinnati, 15; New York, 3; San Francisco, 
withdrawn. So Minneapolis will be the meet- 
ing place of the next convention.

Representative Bynum Has Retired from 
the Speakership Race 


IN THE INTEREST OF ROGER Q. MILLS. 


Governor Hill Working for the 
Election of Crisp. 


AN INCIDENT OF THE GRADY MEMORIAL, 


The Charge That Governor Hill Objected 
to the Presence of Confederate Flags 
Denounced as False. 


WASHINGTON, November 23.—[Special.|— 
It is announced that Representative Bynum 
will give out a statement tonight, or tomor- 
row, withdrawing from the fight for the 
speakership. Itisnot known yet where his 
strength will go, but it will probably be 
divided. Some timeago a conferenve was 
held between him and Mr. Mills to discuss a 
proposition for the retirement of both him 
and Mills for the purpose of combining their 
forces on Mr. Holman, but this fell through. 
Whether the retirement of Mr. Bynum at this 
time is in the interest of any one in particular 
has not yet been disclosed. Mr. Mills’s friends 
still speak confidently of his chances, but the 
public impression seems to be that he will not 
have as many votes on the first ballot as he at 
first expected. Mr. Springer is said to be 
booming a little in the west. Mr. Crisp’s 
friends say they expect him to be nominated 
on the first or second ballot. They say that 
their claim that he now has 107 votes is avery 
conservative claim, and they go into detail as 
to the number he will getin each state with 
practical certainty. 

Mr. Bynum Has Retired. 

WASHINGTON, November 238.—([Spectial.]— 
Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, has come out in the 
expected card, withdrawing from the speaker- 
ghip. 

He says he doesn’t know how the Indiana 
delegation will vote, but says he will vote for 
Mills, and urges all other democrats to do so, 
because Mills represents tariff reform more 
prominently than any other congressman. 

In this card Mr. Bynum says: 

I never pressed my candidacy, and consented 
only to the use of my name untilit beeame evir 
dent thet the contest was narrowed down between 
Mills and Crisp. 

Mr. Bynum Talks. 

‘Whom will the delegation now suppert?” 
“In Indiana there is no boss rule. Eve 
representative votes and speaks for himself, 
and you will have to see the representatives to 
ascertain their preferences. As for myself, I 
shall heartily support Milis. While many of 
the candidates are strong tariff reformers, none 
so strongly represents the position of the party 
on this question as Mr. Mills, He is known to 
the people us a prominent figure in the house 
on this question, and his defeat would, ina 
great measure, be accepted as an abandon- 
mentof the issue. The tariff is  jsstte 
upon which we must win in 1892, ap there 

should be no semblance of wavering 

at this critical period. Uniess 

stands firmly and aggressively in favor of 
issue, the farmers of the northwest, who gave 
us such sweeping victories in 1890, will be- 
come discouraged and may abandon the hope 
of success through the orgunization of our 


party.” 
Hill for Crisp. 

The master hand of David R. Hill is seen 
quietly working in the interest of Crisp for the 
speakership, and it is evident that through his 
influence and that of his friends the Georgian 
will receive almost the solid vote of New York. 

A day or two ago Governor Hill was asked 
if he did not think Mills stood a good show for 
the speakership; whereupon he remarked in a 
significant way, “What’s the matter with 
Crisp ?”’ 

Hill has been here for several days, arrang- 
ing for his quarters, but it is not thought that 
he will begin his term as United States senator 
until the ist of January, on which date 
Flower will be sworn in as governor of New 


York. 
Hill Denounces a Lie. 


A correspondent signing himself *S” writes 
to The Albany, N. Y., Journal, a bitter repub- 
lican organ, that when Governor Hill arrived 
in Atlanta to deliver the memorial address at 
the unveiling of the Grady monument, he 
found that preparatious had been madefor a 
display of the stars and bars not only through- 
out the procession and in the decorations of 
the buildings along the route, but also around 
the monument. He entered a decided protest, 
flatly refusing, it was reported, to participate 
in the exercises in honor of the lamented 
Grady unless the objectionable flags were re- 
moved from the neighborhood of the monu- 
ment, from the procession and along the route. 
It was the objection of Governor Hj1l alons that 
prevented the display of rebel bunting, and 
confined the demonstration for the lost cause 
to a few tattered relics of the rebellion carried 
in the procession. 

Governor Hill was shown this and eked 
about it by a correspondent of Toa Constitu- 
rion. He denounced it as infamously faise in 
every particular, gaying: “I did not even 
hear anything about confederate flags ai the 
unveiling of the Grady monument until after- 
wards, when the news came by way of The 
New York. Mail and Express, did notsee a 


confederate flag while I wasin Atlanta, angg 


did not know that there was one iy the pro- 
cession. There were certainly none on the 
houses around the monument. The thceught 
of a confederate flag neverentered myh 
until I saw the mean and vindictive publica- 
tion of The Mail and Express.”’

WENT UP A LITTLE. 


Day on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change—Fluctuation of Futures. 


New York, November 23.—The Sun re- 
ports: Futures opened buoyant, presently de- 
clined, partially recovered, presently declined, 
partially recovered, closing steady at three to 
six points advance. Liverpool again disa 
pointed the bears in making a considerable 
advance in futures. A bull remarked that it 
looks as if Liverpool and all Europe were 
saying to us: ‘‘You have raised a cotton crop 
of excellent quality; you are selling it very 
cheaply, and we cannot make a great mistake 
if we pile up a few thousand bales at current 
prices,’’ to which a bear replied that they said 
the same thing last January and we all know 
with what results. The decline that followed 
the early advance was due to large receipts at 
the ports, figures from Galveston and New 
Orleans being delayed by the storms and com- 
ing excessively large. Very full estimates 
were also made for tomorrow. But it is evi- 
dent that in the northern belt the movement 
is falling off, feeling, no donbt, this early the 
effect of killing frosts in October. Some of 
the southern markets were dearer and our 
bulls feel more confident of their position than 
they have for some time past. Spot cotton 
was dull.

The People Rise in Arms and Overthrow 
the Dictator. 


THERE WAS VERY LIVTLE FIGHTING. 


Attaok Upon the Arsenal and Its 
Capitulation. 


GENERAL REJOICING OF THE PEOPLE. 


Peixotto. Forming a New Ministry—The 
Provinces Not Heard From, but It Is 
Thoughtthe News Will Be Joyful. 


Rio JanEtro, November 23.—The inhabit- 
ants of this city whosesympathies have been 
with the congressional party have at last 
thrown off all guise of adherence to the exist- 
ing govertiment, and have openly declared 
their determined opposition to the dictatorship 
offGeneral Da Fonseca and their resolve that 
he must abandon the presidency which he has 
held for only a comparatively brief period, 
Like Dom Pedro, President Da Fonseca has 
quietly yielded to the demands of the people 
that the executive of the Brazilian govern- 
ment be deposed from his high office. The 
people of this city rose in arms against the dic- 
tator’s government today,and the uprising 
has thus far been very successful, and the in- 
surgents have accomplished the ends for which 
they have so long been secretly planning. 

The Attack On the Arsenal. 

Among the first things the revolutionists did 
this morning was to increase their store of arms 
and ammunition. A strong force of insurgents 
made an attack on the naval arsenal, and after 
a weak and only half-hearted effort on the part 
of those stationed at the place to repulse the 
attempts of the invaders to effect an entrance 
into the building, its guardians soon capitu- 
lated to the enemy, and the latter triumphantly 
took possession of the arsenal and all the mu- 
nitions of war which it contained. 

Only a few shots were exchanged, and the 
poor resistance made by the defenders of the 
arsena! is shown by the fact that none of the 
insurgent force is reported to have been killed 
or seriously wounded. A laborer employed in 
the arsenal was struck by one of the shots fired 
by the attacking party, and is the only one of 
the contestants known to have lost his life in 
the assault. 

One of the cannon balls fired from the ar- 
senal was badly directed and struck the Can- 
delaria church, causing much damage to the 
building. 

Panic in the City. 

The news of the uprising had a very disquiet- 
ing effect, and created the geeatest alarm in 
this city among the women and children and 
those citizens who had not taken up arms in 
support of either party; and when the fighting 
began at the arsenal and the rattle of musketry 
and the boom of cannon were heard, all were 
seized with wild panic, and fled to places of 
safety to hide until the firing had ceased and 
the conflict was at an end. ¢

of the confusion and excitement to pillage their 
stocks,made haste to close their establish ments 
and securely bolt and bar both doors and win- 
dows, and to take such other measures for the 
safety of their property as occasion warranted. 

Ali their hurried preparations were un- 
necessary, however, for, as already described, 
the attack on the arsenal was ot only short 
duration, and beyond the smashing of a 
portion of the church struck by acannon ball 
no further damage was inflicted upon property 
and very little disorder prevailed among the 
con onalist forces. 

The feeling of alarm in the city was gradu- 
ally dispelled and all the people are now re- 
joicing at the success which has 
crowned the efforts of those who took part in 
the revolution to putan end to Da Fonseca’s 
dictatorship, 

Members of the cabinet, which had been or- 
ganized by President Da Fonseca resigned 
when the triumph of the revolutionists bevame 
anestablished factand the manifestoof Dg 
Fonseca, announcing that he would bow to 
the will of the people, had been issued. 

The state of seige which had been pro- 
claimed was at once raised when the insur- 

ents obtained control of the government, 
ft isexpected that members of the congress 
which had been dissolved by the order of Da 
Fonseca will be recalled to office. 

The provinces have not yet been heard 
from, but it is believed, from advices hitherto 
received in regard tothe growing opposition 
throughout the country to Da Fonseca’s su- 
premacy, that the news of his downfall will 
ever where be received with the same satis- 
faction as at the capital.

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YESTERDAY'S STORM. 


The White House Damaged—The Gale All 
Along the Coast. 


WasHinaron, November 23.--A terrific 
wind and rain storm amounting to almost a 
hurricane, passed over this city about 12:30. 
o’clock today, doing a great deal of damage to 
buildings, in the ruins of ten of which several 
people were buried, and completely prostrating 
the telegraph wires. ‘The storm seems to have 
been quite general. The worst damage was 
done to the fine Metzerott music hall, the walls 
of which were wel! advanced to completion, 
and were at that stage of progress when they 
offer the least resistance to it. The wind 
swept into the high walls of this building and 
part of the structure went into acrash, break- 
ing into several stores on F street near 
Twelfth, adjoining the Metzerott music store. 
One of these stores was occupied by George 
White, ladies’ tailor, and the second by Gude 
& Brother, florists. 

Under the Debris. 

Four persons were in the rear of White's 
establishment, and were buried in the ruins, 
Three persons were taken out not very seri« 
ously injured, but the life in Proprietor 
White’s body was extinct when he was 
reached. 

A number of persons had narrow escapes, 
but, the accident occurring at the noon hour, 
workmen and others were, fortunately, at 
lunch at the time of the storm. — 

Damage to the White. House. 

A section of stone balustrade around the 
white house roof was blown down and crushed 
through the roof of the portice at the eastern 
entrance of the basement. 

The east portico was also wrecked by falling 
stone. The accident caused commotion in the 
president’s household, but it was soon found 
that no one was injured. The president was 
receiving a Minnesota delegation at the time, 
and his first action wasto hasten tothe private 
part of the house to reassure the ladies of his 
family. Lightning struck one of the large 
gas reservoirs of the Washington Gas Com- 
pany, in Georgetown, near the water front, 
snapping one of the tall iron columns surround- 
ing the tank ; the gas was ignited and 500,000 
feet, stored in the reservoir, was consumed be- 
fore the fire had spent itself. The gas com- 
pany’s loss is about fifty thousand dollars; no 
insurance. 

Many buildings were unroofed and a number 
were partly blownin. The total loss will con- 
siderably exceed one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, 

The Gale in New York. © 

New York, November 23.—The metropolis 
experienced a touch of the storm, but not much 
damage was done. The storm played havoc 
with telegraph wires. Wire Chief Mitchell, 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
said that the coast wires to Savannah, Augusta, 
Norfolk, New Orteans and Florida were all 
lost.

There Seems to Be an Organized 
Attempt 


TO GET OUT OF FULTON COUNTY JAIL 


On the Part of the Prisoners—A Timely 
Discovery Prevents a Delivery—A 
Discovery This Morning. 


Sheriff Morrow was at the Fulton county 
jail all last night. 

And with open eyes and untiring industry 
patrolled the jail from dark until daylight. 

His hard work may have been for nothing. 

There seems to be a well organized plan on 
the part of the inmates of the Fulton county 
jail to escape from its confines. 

Sheriff Morrow, ever alert and vigilant, 
recognized this fact, and has been quietly 
at work for three or four days to frustrate any 
such «designs. 

This morning, about 2 0’clock, while making 
the rounds, Sheriff Morrow was called to the 
cell occupied by Hennessy, Swafford and 
Harwell, the three men who were in the cell 
when the first attempt at escape was made. 
They have stontly denied all knowledge of 
the hole in the wall, but they were put in an- 
other cell and chained nevertheless. 

This morning they cailed to Sheriff Morrow, 
and said if he would have the chains taken off 
them, they would tell who made the hole in 
the cell. Sheriff Morrow consented to this, 
and soon the irons were off the three men. 

They said that they saw the work done, but 
would not tell who did it, and told Sheriff 
Morrow where the tools with which the work 
was done could be found. <A search was made 
and the tools foynd. A long crooked iron rod, 
used in opening the cells, half 
of a pair of scissor, and a 
broken knife blade were chucked into a small 
hole in cell No. 23. With these tools it would 

. take but a short time to escape from Fulton 
county jail. 

Sheriff Morrow intends to personally super- 
intend a supervision of the jail, and see that 
every instruinent that may be hid about the 
cells is found. 

He is determined that the attempts to break 
jail and the cutting of holes in the wail shall 
be stopped. 

When Sheriff Morrow gave orders for 
Badger to be chaimed yesterday, Deputy Jailer 
Mattox started up the stairway to bring 
Badger down, when the others had been 
chained, but Badger confronted him with a 
brick, and swore that he would kill the first 
man who attempted to come up the stairs. He 
then told allthe negroes, who were standing 

-around to get out, or he would kill them. 
There was a stampede of negroes, and Badger 
- held the stairway for a minute. 

Jailer Mattox secured his pistol and cover- 
ing Badger with it, went up the stairway. 
Three times Badger drew back as if to throw 
the brick, but did not do so. Mr. Mattox 
collared him and carried him down stairs and 
chained him in the cell. 

In one or two of the cells bricks were found 
hid in the air chambers of the walls. 

This morning Sheriff Morrow and one 
of the guards went through the jail. Next to 
Pete Daniel’s cell is the cell occupied by 
Badger. The guard held up a lamp and looked 
in the cell. There wasa rattling of chains, 
and Badger’s yellow face appeared at the cell 
door. 

“Captain Morrow,” he asked in a pleading 
tone, ‘‘when is yoy gwine to take these chains 
off? They hurts.” 

‘“‘When you behave yourself,” replied the 
sheriff sternly. 

Forsome moments the sharp negro plead in 
the most pitiful tones for the removal of the 
chains, but Sheriff Morrow flatly refused. 

“That’s all right,’ Badger said finally, 
changing his tone from one of pleading to one 
of defiance. 

“I haven’t got any chains on right now.”’ 

It was true. The desperate negro had cut 
the heavy iron chains from his arms and legs 

and was free. 

Every ceil and every prisoner will be thor- 
oughly gerched today, and will be relieved of 
their surplus bricks and improvised saws.

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PONDER’S POSITION 


He Will Probably Be Held for Kidnaping 
Zetta Clark. 


HE HAS FINALLY BEEN LOCATED. 


The Story Comes from Rome That His 
Victim Was Once an Inmate of 
the Almshouse There. 


Ponder has been located, and will probably 
be brought back to Atlanta today or tomor- 
row. 

Patrolman Wilson, who has been working 
up the case, and who went in search of 
Ponder a few days ago, yesterday received a 
telegram from the sheriff of Bartow county 
stating that Ponder had been located in that 
county and could be arrested at any moment. 

Zetta Clark, the thirteen-year-old girl Pon- 
der treated so brutally, and claiming that she 
was his stepdaughter, is thought to be a girl 
whofwas kidnaped from the almshouse in 
Rome, Ga., some months ago. Ponder’s sister, 
who lives here, has avered all the time that 
the girl was not Ponder’s stepdaughter, and 
that he had never married her mother, as he 
claimed to have done. It has been the opinion 
of the police and detectives all the time that 
the girl had been stolen by Ponder, and they 
are inclined to believe the story from Rome, 
which asserts that she is the girl who was kid- 
naped while an inmate of the almshouse. 

The girl was permitted by the matron of the 
almshouse to go out berry hunting, but never 
returned. Mer disappearance was mysterious 
for a long time, but investigation brought out 
the fact that she had been stoien by a man fill- 
ing the description of Ponder. 

A description of the stolen girl has been ob- 
tained, and suits Ponder’s little black-eyed 
victim to the letter. The matter will be sifted 
to the bottom, and will probably result in a 
warrant being sworn out against Ponder for 
kidnaping. 

Ponder’s treatment of the girl so impaired 
her health that she lost ber mind entirely, and 
was sent to the asylum, by order of Ordinary 
Calhoun, a few days ago, 

The officers wi}l go at once to Bartow county 
and bring Ponder back, when he will be tried 
for assaulting and probably for kidnaping 
Zetta Clark. The evidence against hiin in the 
first case is almost positive, and the web is 
rapidly weaving to perfection in the latter.

The Democratic Convention—Where 

Should It Be Held? 

It is generally conceded by those who are 
inclined to take a reasonable and sober view 
of the situation &and its prospects that the 
democrats are not to have what is termed a 
walkover in 1892. They have the advantage 
of position, but in order to retain that ad- 
vantage they wil] have to use the judgment 
and discretion that belong to the professional 
tactician. To make an advance, it will be 
necessary to fight for every inch of ground. 
That much is already settled. Enthusiasm 
is an indispensable element when it is sub- 
ordinated to judgment, but it is somewhat 
demoralizing in effect when it tends to over- 
rate the democratic strength and underrate 


the strength and prospects of the repub-— 


licans, 

The situation now is such that the demo- 
cratic party should take advantage of every 
circumstance to strengthen and improve its 
position at poiats where success is absolutely 
essential. It seems to us that the demo- 
cratic convention itself, apart from the 
merely formal duties of nominating candi- 
dates and advertising a declaration of princi- 
ples, can be employed in strengthening the 
democratic position and furthering the pros- 
pécts of the party. In other words, we think 
the democrats should take advantage of the 
influence which the mere presence of a na- 
tional convention is supposed to exert, and 
arrange to hold /t at a point where its influ- 
ence may be thoroughly utilized. 

Why, for instance, should the democratic 
convention be held in Cincinnati? The 
democrats can have no hope of carrying 
Ohio, and such influence as the convention 
carries with it will be wasted. Why should 
it be held in Chicago? The same objections 
apply. We cannot hope to carry Illinois, 
even with the influence of the convention. 

Where, then, taking all the possibilities of 
the situation into consideration, should the 
democratic convention be held? There can 
be but one reasonable answertothis. It 
should be held in New York city. That 
cityeand state will be the centers of the dem- 
ocratic campaign and the centers of demo- 
cratic interest. It is true that New York 
state is naturally democratic, but it is not 
normally so. Frequently in the very crisis 
of democratic hopes it has turned to the re- 
publicans—as in 1880 and in 1888. 

Upon the result in New York in 1892 will 
depend democratic victory or defeat. How 
necessary then that the democrats should 
strive by every means in their power to in- 
sure success in that quarter. They are sure 
of the south, they are sure of New Jersey, 
they are reasonably sure of four electoral 
' votes in Michigan, and, by combining their 
efforts in New York and Indiana so as to 
take from these states the element of doubt, 
they can carry the country. This view sim- 
plifies the campaign, and enables the demo- 
crats to concentrate their efforts in two 
states, whereas the republicans will be com- 
pelled to fight in these two states, and also 
in Massachusetts and Iowa. 

There is another reason why the national 
convention of the democratic party should be 
held in New York. For many years the 
democrats of New York, in both their or- 
ganized and individual capacity, have been 
made the victims of the most malignant 
slanders. Those slanders have been put in 
circulation by the republicans and their 
mugwump assistants, and there can be no 
doubt that the iteration and reiteration of 
these malicious assaults on the character of 
individual democrats and their party organi- 
zation have had some influence on the views 
and opinions of democratsin other parts of 
the country. Thus we see papers in the 
south and elsewhere copying into their col- 
umns, with the flavor of editorial endorse- 
ment, republican and mugwump attacks on 
the leading democrats of New York state, 
and on the leading democratic organization. 

Under“ all these circumstances we think it 
both desirable and necessary that the demo- 
cratic national convention should be held in 
New York city. There the influence of that 
body could make iteelf felt to some purpose, 
and the democratic delegates would 
have the advantage of studying the situation 
there, and of meeting face to face the leaders 
who have been made the victims of repub- 

lican and mugwump slanders. The results 
of this contact and association would be a 
healthy understanding which would improve 
and strengthen the spirit of the party and 
make victory certain. ’ 
There may be developments not now fore- 
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seen which will render it necessary for the 
convention to be held in the west. In that 
case, it should be held in Indianapolis, 
But if there are no euch developments, the 
convention ought by all means to be held in 
New York. , 


A Model Law and Order City. 

The fact has been telegraphed all over the 
country that last Sunday was Nashville’s 
first ‘‘dry’’ Sabbath in a number of years, 
The saloons had no side doors open, and the 
liquor traffic was totally suspended. 

From time to time similar items of news 
concerning other cities appear in print and 
excite wonder and comment. The average 
Atlanta man is among the surprised readers, 
but his interest in the matter is the out- 
growth of his familiarity with the conditions 
prevailing here, 

In our model law and order city, under a 
well-regulated high license system, the liquor 
traffic is so restricted that ‘‘dry’’ Sundays 
are expected as a matter of course. No 
saloon keeper would dream of opening a 
side door, and the reckless fellows who try 
the blind-tiger business are promptly spotted 
and suppressed. 

We do not believe that another city in the 
United States can equal Atlanta’s record for 
law and order, and it is generally admitted 
that even the prohibition cities have more 
drunken men on their streets than are to be 
seen here. 

Our conservative and just laws, and our 
systematic methods of enforcing them, have 
attracted the attention of the entire country. 
We are not trying any extreme or fanciful 
experiments, Our citizens and their munici- 
pal lawmakers are all pulling together for 
the good of Atlanta. This policy is so well 
understood and so overwhelmingly endorsed 
that it is an easy matter to preserve order 
every day in the week, as well as on the Sab- 
bath. 

We are so accustomed to this peaceful and 
harmonious state of affairs that the sensa- 
tion caused by a “‘dry’’ Sunday in a sister 
city excites our surprise. Wo have solved 
the law and order and temperance problems 
so easily that the experience of other cities 
seems to require an explanation. 

The outside world will find it profitable to 
study and imitate Atlanta’s example. 


A Tale of ‘Two Cities. 


sented in Atlanta the beautiful ‘‘Iza” was 
allowed to exhibit herself in the studio 
scene clad in flesh-colored tights that made 
her resemble a perfectly nude figure. The 
play was presented here two or three times, 
and, while there was some talk about it, 
there was nothing like a sensation. 

But Nashville was not prepared for such 
an exhibition. ‘The play drew crowded 
houses in that city two nights, but the mati- 
nee was suppressed by the authorities. The 
manager was notified that he was violating 
the city code when he ajlowed a woman to 
‘tnose before the audience in flesh-colored 
tights so as to completely expose her entire 
person.’’ , 

So the matinee did not come off, but at 
night ‘*The Clemenceau Case’’ was repeated, 
the charming ‘‘Iza’’ being draped in a 
sheet. ; 

The incident naturally suggests a compar- 
ison between Atlanta and Nashville in the 
matter of morality. And yet there is noth- 
ing init. Public sentiment varies and fluc- 
tuates. ‘There are times when Atlanta flies 
into a spasm of virtuous indignation over a 
picture or a play, whil®il:ashville gazes upon 
them with placid sa°4faction, A month 
later the situation ma be reversed, with 
Atlantain the role of the Puritan, and 
Nashville in a liberal and artistic mood. 

Cities have their whims and fancies just 
as individuals have. They are rigidly 
moral one season and very indifferent the 
next. Before the winter is over it is quite 
likely that Nashville will enjoy a show that 
will not be tolerated in Atlanta. Public 
morality isa changeable thing. It cannot 
be controlled by any fixed rules. 


One Issue or All‘? 


There is no better time for the discussion 
of democratic policy than the period which 
immediately precedes the meeting of the 
national convention. When the convention 
meets it will settle the matter, so far as the 
democrats are concerned, for they will all 
acquiesce in the line of policy laid down by 
their representative body. It is important, 
therefore,. that democrats, through the 
medium of friendly discussion, should enable 
the representatives of the party in conven- 
tion to settle on that policy which promises 
the largest and most fruitful results, 

There is now before the party a proposi- 
tion, which is urged with commendable zeal, 
that the next democratic campaign should 
be fought on the single issue of tariff. re- 
form; that all other issues, no matter how 
pressing they may be, should be postponed 
for the purpose of pushing the issue of 
tariff reform. We believe that the zeal which 
urges this policy is a mistaken zeal, and that 
the policy on which it insists would cripple 
the party rather than strengthen it. From 
the enthusiasm which would confine the 
party to the single issue of tariff reform we 
desire to appeal to the common sense of the 
democratic people, who alone can fix the 
policy of the party. 

First and foremost, it is a duty the demo- 
cratic party owes to the people of the coun- 
try to make its campaign on issues which 
will enable it to accomplish something in 
the évent that its candidates are elected, 
Should the sole issue of the party be tariff 
reform, what can the party hope to accom- 
plish during the four years for which its 
candidates are elected, provided they are 
elected? Itcan accomplish nothing. The 
moment it attempts to legislate in the direc- 
tion of tariff reform, it runs up against the 
dead wali of the senate, and there it must 
stop for four years. 

Meanwhile, the party having made the 
campaign on the one issue of tariff reform, 
it will feel that it is not authorized to move 
for the remonetization of silver or for finan-. 
cial reform; so that for four long years every- 
thing calculated to benefit the people will be 
tied upin a bag and tucked away in the 
closet, The people will be unable to get re- 
lief ofany kind. Will this help or burt the 
democratic party? The matter is not one 
of sentiment, but of busfness. With its 
‘tariff reform tied up and other vital issues 
postponed or ignored, what sort of figure 
will the democratic party cut ? 

Suppose, on the other hand, the party 
broadens its platform and popularizes its 
policy by supplementing the tariff reform 
issue with financial reform and the free

law today. 

There is another fact which’ should be 
borne in mind. If the democrats succeed 
in 1892 they must secure more votes than 
they received at that time. Can they secure 
these additional votes on the one issue of 
tariff reform? It was thought that the elec- 
tions of November, a year ago, were an en- 
dorsement of the tariff reform idea, but the 
elections a few weeks ago show that this 
conclusion is not to be drawn without some 
reservation. We shall have to subtract the 
protest against the force bill and against the 
tyranny of Speaker Reed. At the elections 
in Ohio and Massachusetts, a few weeks ago, 
there was no decided protest against protec- 
tion, so far as we have been able to gather. 

On the other hand, there was a substantial 
protest in Iowa, where the democrats made 
free coinage one of the prominent issues, 
against the financial legislation of the repub- 
licans; and this fact stands out, beyond all 
quéstion, as one of the most important polit- 
ical results of the year. 

We present these views without prejudice 
against the opinions of others. We have 
touched on a question of policy which ought 
to be fully and fairly discussed. We believe 
that if the democrats ignore the free coinage 
issue and the issue of financial reform, and 
go into the contest on the tariff alone, they 
will be overtaken with disaster. The way 
to avert the probability of disaster is for 
democrats to discuss the matter now while 
there is yet opportun ity. 


Virginia’s State Debt. 
Very few of our readers have been able to 
follow the long and complicated negotiations 
leading to the settlement of Virginia’s state 


debt. 

The history of the debt is briefly summa- 
rized by The Philadelphia Press, and if the 
facts given are correctly stated it is safe to 
say that Virginia is about to make an amica- 
ble arrangement with her creditors. 

The basis of the recent agreement be- 
tween the state commission and the bond- 
holders is the issue of $19,000,000 of new 
bonds to run 100 years with from 2 to 3 per 
cent interest. 

The Virginia debt was created before the 
war. The bonds were regularly issued, and 
in 1870 the principal and unpaid interest 
amounted to about $45,000,000. At least 
three attempts have been made to settle it. 
The Press says: 

In 1871 practically one-third of the debt was 
wiped out by an issue of new bonds for two- 
thirds of the debt and non-interest-bearing cer- 
tificates for the otherthird. Eight years later an- 
other arrangement was made by which the inter- 
est was cut down and 50 percent of the unpaid 
interest was repudiated. Then in 1882 the Riddle- 
berger bill was passed readjusting the larger part 
of the debt on the basis of 53 percent of its par 
value and the rest on a basis of 60 and 80 per cent 
of its par value, On this basis the debt would 
have been reduced to $21,035,377.15, but. only 
$5,863,357.71 were funded under this law, leaving 
about $28,000,000 outstanding. It is the latter 
sum which is now to be scaled down to $19,000,000. 
One obstacle in the wav of a settiement has been 
the refusal of West Virginia to assume its just 
share of the debt. Oneof the terms on which 
that state was admitted into the union in 1862 was 
thatthe new commonwealth should assume its 
equitable share of the public debt of old Virginia. 
This has generally been estimated at one-third, 
but West Virginia has taken no steps to meet its 
obligations in this respect. ° 

It is to be hoped that the Virginia legisla- 
ture will ratify the proposed settlement. 
Virginia will be greatly benefited, and 
American, and especially southern, securi- 
ties will be on a_ better footing in Europe. 
No state debt has ever been so vexatious 
and far-reaching in its injurious results, and 
the entire country will be gratified to see it 
removed from the arena of discussion.

In just about three weeks the executive com- 
mittee of the national prohibition party will 
meet in Chicago to select @ place for holding 
the next national convention. 

“T believe Atlanta can secure that conven- 
tion, and it will bring 5,000 strangers here if 
we get it,” said Mr. J. B. Jaques, yesterday. 

Mr. Jaques was a resident of Indianapolis in 
1888, when the prohibition party held its na- 
tional convention there. It was worth many 
thousand dollars to the city. The party has 
never held a national convention in the south, 
and would be inclined to come here. 

The prohibition party’s convention is made up 
of double the representation in the house and 
senate, like the conventions of the democratic 
and republican parties. Butin addition to the 
delegates there is always a large attendance of 
men interested in the temperance cause. The 
prohibitionists include many men of great 
wealth,.and they spend their money liberally 
in advancing their party’s interests. It is 
claimed that the national organization is grow- 
ing steadily, and a great gain is expected in 


the vote next year. At the last convention 


every state was represented except Louisiana 
and Nevada. 

Cincinnati was anxious to get that conven- 
tion, and sent an influential committee 
to press the executive committee 
to call the convention for Cincignati. One 
of the members of the Cincinnati committee 
was a wealthy brewer. Hedid not expect to 
sell any more beer through the convention 
being held in his city, but he wanted Cincin- 
natito getthe benefituf the advertisement. 
The meeting wastobe held somewhere and 
he was anxious to have it go to Cincinnati. 
Porkopolis raised by subscription a fand of 
$50,000, to be expended in catching large con- 
ventions. Six hundred dollars would pag all 
the expenses attendant upon the convention’s 
meeting here. 
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Messrs. Sam Small and A. A. Murphey 
were the last appointees on the executive com- 
mittee from Georgia. Since then Mr. Small 
has developed third party tendencies. Geor- 
gia’s prohibitionists have not taken much in- 
terest in the national party. They have been 
prohibitionists in local issues and mostly demo- 
crats in national campaigns. In the past the 
national tickets have not drawn much support

This fight in Atlanta is not expected to 
strengthen the national party much, either. 


‘When the election is over the prohibitionists 


will go back into the old parties. 

It is a proud boast of the national prohibi- 
tionists that they stick better than any new 
parties of the past. Defeat does not dis- 
hearten them, but they come up every four 
years with a national ticket. Who will be 
nominated at the next convention, which will 
be held about May, is problematical. No one 
seems to be seeking the honor. The accept- 
ance of the nominations for president and vice 
president is considered a matter of duty.

MR. Ff. D. WIMBERLY INTERVIEWED, 


Who Went to Indianapolis to Help the 
People’s Party—Branch’s Resolutions, 
The Test Vote on Wiillitts, 


Here is an inside view of the alliance con- 


" vention atIndianapolis. Mr. F.D. Wimberly, 


of Pulaski county, the alliance lecturer for his 
congressional district, went to the Indianapolis 
convention as a delegate and was a witness of 
the proceedings. Hesaw what was said or 
done on the third party question and other im- 
portant matters. He saw what elements went 
from Georgia to precipitate a third party 
movement,and in the interview which follows 
he places the different men where they belong. 

Mr. Wimberly was asked what was done at 
the alliance convention, and replied as fol- 
lows: 

“Some things were done which, perhaps, I 
should not reveal. Much was done that the 
world is welcome to know. While we had 
some excitement, it was a very harmonious 
session, and we were all satisfied at its close 
that we were more united than ever.” 

Solid on the Subtreasury. 

“There was a unanimous vote sustaining the 
Ocala demands, and whegever the subtreasury 
was mentioned there was unbounded enthus- 
iasm for standing by it.’”’ 

The People’s Party. 

“There were in session in the city at the 
same time @ number of union labor organiza- 
tions and also a convention of the people’s 
party men. Georgia was represented in the 
people’s party movement by Mr. Watson 
(Tom) and four or five others, including 
ex-Senator Ellington, Mr, Gilmore, alliance 
lecturer for the first congressional district. 
Mr. Branch was allied with them, though he 
was a delegate to the alliance council.” 

Heavy Outside Pressure. 

“The outside pressure upon the supreme 
council on political questions was very great. 
A resolution was offered in the supreme coun- 
cil by Mr. Branch to carry the alliance organi- 
zation at once into the people’s party. This 
resolution was killed by a handsome majority, 
in which may be counted. the Kansas delega- 
tion, although Jerry Simpson was there to as- 
sist the people’s party, and did doso. Mr. 
Branch also offered a resolution to commit the 
organization to government o@nership of rail- 
roads, which resolution, I think, was with- 
drawn.”’ 

Livingston's Position. 

“Against the resolutions Livingston planted 
himself squarely, and all the delegates from 
Georgia, except Branch, stood squarely by 
him. From the beginning, Livingston gradu- 
ally overcame the prejudice excited against 
him by the assaults in Georgia, and I fell sure 
that he comes from the council a stronger 
man over the whole country than he was be- 
fore he went there. It isa willful misstate- 
ment that Livingston ever offered for the 
presidency of the alliance convention. He 
and the Georgia delegates, who agreed with 
him, thought from the first that it would be 
wiser to keep Colonel Polk in his seat.”’ 

The Test Vote. 

‘We had in the convention atest vote on 
these resolutions. Willitts, fhe national lect- 
urer, in submitting his report, presented in 
strong, unmistakable language all these ques- 
tions and took the same position occupied by 
Livingston and his confeerees. The third party 
men put up against Willitts for national lec- 
turer a brother from Kansas by the name of 
Utiey, who was a third party man. He was ad- 
vertised by a subtreasury speech of rare power, 
which he had made in Tomlinson’s hall. In 
this speech he displayed dramatic talent in 
a high degree. He was just the man to capti- 
vate an intelligent audience. When we came 
to 
nothing to stand for except standing squarely 
on the Ocala demands and the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He beat Utley very 
badly, with all his gifts as an orator, 
and with all his shrewdness of mind. 
I think the vote stood 98 for Willitts 
and 18 for Utiey. That vote, in my 
judgment, shows the practical unanimity of 
the order upon all questions of great moment. 
I regard this as a test vote upon the question 
of going into the people’s fparty. 

“The determination evinced by the supreme 
council is to stand by the proposition made at 
Ocala to ail the union labor organizations of 
the United States, to have a representative 
delegation on the 22d of next February to dis- 
cuss political questions and mark out future 
action.’’ 

“Whatdo youthink will be done at the 
February conference ?’’ 

‘‘That depends. Every opportunity will be 
given the old parties to make such laws as 
will guarantee to the people an honest inten- 
tion to deliver them from the oppression which 
now curses them. Failing to do this, our con- 
stitutional lawyers may look for the people to 
undertake their own cause. Thatis my hon- 
est judgment.”’ 

The Pension Plank. 

“An important matter which perhaps I 
ought to mention is that a résolution was in- 
troduced by Dr. Stone, of Georgia, to give a 
service pension to every needy and disabled, 
honorably discharged union tsoldier, the same 
to be paid by the government in lawful paper 
money, and not to be redeemed by taxatiun. 
This resolution was sustained by southerners 
and only met with opposition from northern 
delegates. It was finally passed by a unapi- 
mous rising vote. This will take the question 
of pensions out of politics if regard ‘is paid to 
the wishes of the alliance.”’ 

Macune and Weaver. 

“Asamatter of general interest, you may 
state that Dr. Macune delivered a very broad, 
unanswerable argument upon the subtreasury. 
General Weaver, in a very impressive and 
manly speech, utterly refuted Secretary Fos- 
ter’s statement as to the amount of money in 
circulation. In doing this he used official 
statements made by Sherman, Comptroller 
Knox and other United States treasury offi- 
cials. 

“By the way, there was every evidence in 
the council of the very highest regard for Dr. 
Macune as aman, of mental power and un-

No Sectionalism. 

“A most encouraging feature, not only of 
the council meetings, but in social intercourse, 
was the obliteration of sectional prejudice and 
animosity, not only with our order, but with 
all the union labor 8rganizations. I believe 
the war is about forgotten, and the dead past 
left to bury its dead. Sooner or later, in my 
judgment, at no distant day, we will have a 
country thoroughly united in every patriotic 
endeavor to bless every citizen.” 

The Anti-Subtreasury Delegation. 

“What. of the anti-subtreasuzny men?’’ 

“The anti-subtreasuryites sent a delegation 
composed of McAllister, Gates and Dr. 
Yeamans. This Dr. Yeamans I take to 
be a man of much more. than ordi- 
nary ability. Livingston was appointed chair- 
man of the committee to meet these gentls- 
men and arrange with them to havea debate 
upon the subtréasury between~ Dr. Yeamans 
and some man chosen by the council. They 
agreed to it, and also agreed to give the com- 
mittee a full text of the address or statement 
which they had prepared, so that the supreme 
council might take it into consideration.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 


Some Important Atlanta Cases  Dis- 


posed Of. 

The supreme court handed down several 
important decisions yesterday, most of them 
of special interest to lawyers and litigants in 
Atlanta. 

A case involving points of unusual interest 
was settled by one of these decisions. This is 
the case of Palmer, Stuart & Co. against 
Joseph M. Smith. It originated in the su- 
perior court of Fulton county and was brought 
to recover a large tract of land situated in 
West End. In_ the trial before Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke last spring a verdict 
was rendered in favor of the defendant, the 
court holding that the deed made to Palmer, 
Stuart & Co. by a married woman to pay a 
debt of her husband's, was absolutely void, 
and that although the defendant did not claim 
title through this married woman, but through 
an entirely different source, he could, never- 
theless, attack it, and the court was bound to 
declare it aoe passing no title whatever. 

Mr. Fulton Colville, counsel for the plaintiff, 
differed with the court and carried the case to 
the tribunal of the state. The supreme bench 
sustained his view of the law, and the decision 
of the lower court wasreversed. This achieve- 
ment of Mr. Colville has been complimented 
by the bar, and it 1s the more notable since'the 
at ag opposed to him were Judge Hopkins 

on. 

Iu the case of Ivy vs. the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railway Company, 
which was heard by Judge Howard Van Epps, 
in thecity court of Atlanta, and non-suited, the 
judgment is aftirmed. 

In the case of Hathcock vs. the state, the 
court. reverses the decision of the lower court. 
Hathcock was convicted of cheating * 
swindling, and Judge Van Epps sentefted 
him to pay a fine of $1,000 or to be imprisoned 
for twelve months. 

The appeal was sustained and the decision of 
the lower court reversed in the case of Butler 
vs. the Richmond and Danwfe. 

The court sustains the degjsion of Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke in the cast of Rogers, an 
attorney, vs. Moore, a client.“ wudge Clarke 
decided certain questions of law favoring the 
position taken by the lawyer.

his Is What the Supreme Court 


Decides 
IN THE RYAN CONTEMPT  GASE. 


How Mr. Ryan Takes the Decision—Will 
He Go Back to JailP—The Case to 
Be Heard Next Saturday. 


The supreme court sustains Judge Go- 
ber’s decision in the Ryan contempt of 
court case. 

And Mr. Ryau will have to pay over to 
Receiver Kingsbery $121,000—~ 

Or go back to jail. ; 

Mr. Kyan says hé*cannot pay the money, 

When the court met yesterday morning 
several decisions of special interest to peo- 
ple in Atlanta were announced, but the 
most interesting and important of these 
is that affirming the correctness of the 
judgment of Judge Gober in ‘committing 
Mr. Stephen A. Ryan to jail for contempt 
of court. 

The contempt consisted, as the readers 
of THE CONSTITUTION well know, in Mr. 
Ryan’s refusal to comply with an order of 
the court; that he failed to pay to Re- 
ceiver Kingsbery $121,000 which it was 
held he had in his possession at the time 
the receiver was appointed by the court. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Ryan, when 
required to pay this money to Receiver 
Kingsbery, said: 

“I cannot pay the money, for I have it 
not. It is impossible for me to comply 
with the court’s mandate.”’ 

This was his defense. 

The proceedings before Judge Gober were 
protracted and lively. 

Judge Jobn L. .Hopkins & Son, Mr. 
Walter Kk. Brown and Colonel Albert Cox, 
and other able lawyers, represented Mr. 
Ryan. 

Judge Gober insisted that Mr. Ryan 
should at once pay $121,000 to the _ re- 
ceiver, and stated that, unless he obeyed 
that order, he would be in contempt, and 
would be sent to jail and kept there till 
the money was paid. 

Mr. Ryan went before Judge Gober and 
swore that he did not have the money, 
and, therefore, could not pay it. 

This did not satisfy Judge Gober, and he 
signed an order committing Mr. Ryan to 
Fulton county jail, where he should be in- 
carcerated until he purged himself of the 
contempt. 

Mr. Ryan was placed in prison and kept 
there nearly a week. 

All the while he persisted in his statement 
that he could not pay the money, even if he 
were to be kept in prison for life. | 

His attorneys made several ineffectual at- 
tempts to get him out. Finally the court 
decided that, pending the appeal of the case 
to the supreme court, the defendant should be 
released on abond covering the amount in- 
volved in the order, viz: $121,000, 

This bond was given, and Mr. Ryan was 
liberated. 

Then followed the civil proceedings before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, which culminated 
in the sale of the stock of goods to the H. B. 
Claflin company, of New York. 

What Mr. Ryan Says. 

When apprised of the supreme court’s de- 
cision Mr. Ryan did not seem much perturbed. 

“What are you going to do about it?’’ was 
asked Mr. Ryan. 

“Nothing,’’ was the sententious reply. 

“I ean do nothing,” Mr. Ryan coniinued., 
“What can I do?” 

“Will you go back to prison rather than pay 
the money ?” 

‘“Itis nota matter of choice, but of my 
inability to respond to the court’s require- 
ment. 1t would be as easy for me to pay 
$1,000,000 as to pay thissum. I simply can’t 
pay either. When the order was first made I 
went into court and swore I was unable to 

_ comply with it, for the reason I did 
not have the money. If I did not have 
it then I certainly cannot produce it now. 

All the proceedings in this contempt case were 

based on the assumption that I had this 

money and was willfully withholding it from 
the receiver. It is nothing but a plain case of 
imprisonment for debt.’’ 

“Then you will not pay the money or get 
your family and friends to help you raise 
it?” 

“Most decidedly not. I would go to jail 
and stay there the remainder of my life before 
I would allow my family to pay this money 
for me.”’ 

“What legal steps do you contemplate?” 

“I cannot say, for I have not yet consulted 
With my attorneys. We will carry the matter 

_ tothe supreme court of the United States, and 
just as certain asl live, we will ultimately 

Win. This involves a principle of liberty, 

Which is dear toall fair-minded people, and 

Iam sure the great mass of people will not 

 &pprove of this arbitrary and tyrannical pro- 
cedure. I have been in business scarcely 
more than a month, and while I am doing 
wonderfully well—better than ever before— 
yet I am only a salaried employe of the Ryan 

Company. If left aloneI could in time re- 

trieve my fortunes, but how amI todo any- 

thing if I am locked in jail?” 
The Supreme Court’s Decision, 

The full text of the decision of the supreme 
court is: 

Ryan v. Kingsbery, receiver, et.al Practice. Su- 
persedeas. Injunction and receiver. Brief of 
evidence. Debtor and creditor. Insolvent 
traders. Contempt. Imprisonment. Before 
Judge Gober. Fulton superior court. 

L Where the judgement appointing a receiver 
and granting an injunction is brought to the 
Supreme court by a fast bill of exceptions, under 
the act of 1890. (Code §3211 et seq.), no supersedeas 
results from filing the bill of exceptions and mak- 
ing an affidavit of inability from poverty to pay 
Costs and give security, the statute declaring that 
“no such writ of error, or other proceeding for 
the obtainment of the same, shall have the effect 
to establish or deny any injunction independently 
of the order of such judge,” and providing, that 
the judge shall ‘‘make such order and require such 
bond as may be necessary to preserve and protect 
the rights of the parties until the judgment of the 


supreme court can be had,” There being no order

The Effect of the Decision. 

The remitter will not reach the superior 
court until next Saturday morning, when 
Messrs. Calhoun, King & Spalding, and their 
associates, will go before the court and make 
the usual motion that the decision of the 
Supreine court be made the decision of the 
superior court. 

This will reopen legal hostilities, and a very 
pretty contest is sure to follow. 

The attorneys for Mr. Ryan are inordinately 
reticent. They decline to disclose what tactics 
they will follow. Indeed, they would not be 
interviewed when a reporter of Tur ConstTI- 
TUTION approached them for information as to 
what they proposed doing. 

If the motion of the attorneys against Mr. 
Ryan is granted by the court, the case will 
stand precisely as it was the day he was sent 
to jail. 

The original demand of the court—‘*Pay the 
receiver $121,000 or go to jail until the money 
is paid’’-—will be enforced. 

If Ryan is in court—and he says he will be 
there—he will be given the alternative of pay- 
ing the money or going back to jail. If he is 
not in court and cannot be found, then his 
bondsmen will be required forthwith to pay the 
money to the receiver. 

This is the direction the proceedings will 
take next Saturday.

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A QUESTION OF LA 


Settled by the Supreme Court of the 
State, 


THE MARTIN CASE IS REVIEWED 


An Important Decision About Law and 
Business—W hat Rights Creditors 
May Enforce, 


The case of Martin against Burgwyn, which 
was taken from Judge Richard H. Clark’s 
Gourt up to the supreme eourt, was decided 
yesterday morning, and the remitter will go 
to the lower tribunal next Saturday. 

J. W. Martin conducted the New York cigar 
store, on Peachtree street, until a few months 
ago, when he failed, and his creditors peti- 
tioned Judge Clark to place the business ina 
receiver's hands. In the petition it was al- 
leged that Martin was guilty of fraud in that 
he had bought goods, sold them and pocketed 
the proceeds, thereby defrauding his creditors. 

Judge Clark granted the petition and ap- 
pointed a receiver to take control of the busi- 
ness and the assets. 

An order was signed directing Martin to 
turn over to the receiver all money and other 
assets in his possession. 

Nearly the entire stock had been converted 
into cash, and Martin’s attorneys held that no 
receiver could be appointed for money. This 
point was overruled and the defendant was 
ordered to pay the mceiver all the cash assets 
in his hands. 

Martin rejoined that he did not have the 
money which it was assumed he had; that he 
had paid it to his sister to satisfy a claim she 
held against the store, and that, therefore, he 
could not comply with Judge Clark’s order. 

Judge Clark passed an order requiring Mar- 
tin to pay this money forthwith over to the re- 
ceiver. The mandate was disregarded, and 
contempt-of-court proceedings, very much like 
those in the Kyan case, were begun. 

Messrs, Mayson & Hill and Hopkins & Son 
represented the plaintiff in error. They con- 
ducted the case with signal ability, the for- 
mer actively managing the case in the s8n- 
preme court. They have been complimented 
upon their victory. 

The other side was represented by Messrs. 
Glenn & Maddox, Weil & Goodwin, Benja- 
min Phillips, L. L. Knight, C. L. Brooks and 
David Eichberg. 

The Court’s Decision. 


Yesterday the subjoined decision was filed: 
Martin v. Burgwyn et. al. Injunction and receiver. 
Verification. Practice. Debtor and creditor. 
Fraud. Contempt. Evidence. Before Judge 

Richard H. Clark. Fulton superior court. 

1. Although the act of 1887 requires a petition for 
injunction and receiver to be verified, yet, where 
the verification is imperfect, the deficiency may 
be supplied by affidavits at the hearing in case 
the presiding judge shall think proper, in the ex- 
ercise of his discretion, to proceed onthe defective 
verification. It is best, however, to require proper 
verification before any action is taken on the peti- 
tion. 

2. A petition by the venders of goods against an 
insolvent purchaser, alieging fraud in the pur- 
chase and repudiating the contract of sale on that 
account, has equity on which to proceed to re- 
claim the goods or their proceeds in the hands of 
such purchaser. This equity holds equally whether 
the term of credit has expired or not. In such 
case, a receiver may be appointed to take charge 
of money and books of account. 

3. An order appointing a receiver is sufficiently 
specific in its description as to notes and books of 
account which specifies them thus: “The books, 
notes and accounts of all kinds of the said defend- 
ant in the business of selling cigars, snuff, tobacco 
and other goods.” 

4. Where, in his sworn answer to a rule for con- 
tempt in not surrendering up to a receiver his 
money, books, notes and accounts, the defendant 
alleges that he cannot make the surrender be- 
cause, before the filing of the petition, he paid the 
money and Senmtutred the other assets to his sis- 
ter in discharge of a pvona fide indebtedness to 
her, that she now has possession of the monéy, 
books, notes and accounts, and they are not now 
in his power, possession or control,and where 
this answer is uaporene by the affidavit of the 
sister whose credibility as a witness is unim- 
peached, she admitting on oath that she has the 
assets, and it further appearing that she 
is solvent and able to respond to _ the 
plaintiffs or the receiver for the same and 
that she is a resident of the county where the sult 
is pending, the answer thus supported is sufficient 
to relieve the defendant from the imputation of 
willful contempt, and the rule against him should 
be discharged; more especially as tbe plaintiffs, 
under the facts, are not dependent upon this 
harsh proceeding to realize the assets in question, 
but may reach the same if the testimony above re- 
cited be false, either by making the sister a party 
defendant inthe cause, or be a regular action 
against her at the suit of the receiver. 

5. Irregularities in proceedings for contempt 
are immaterial .where the result is a sufficient 
purging of tne contempt and a cunsequent dis- 
charge of the rule. 

Judgment affirmed as to the injunction and re- 
ceiver, but reversed as to the attachment for con- 
tempt. 

The Points Settled. 


Martin scores a victory in one branch of the 
case and suffers a defeat in the other. 

The supreme court reverses Judge Clark’s 
decision regarding the contempt case, and 
sustains his ruling touching the appointing of 
a receiver to take charge of cash assets. 

The point here settled is one of great im- 
portance, not only to lawyers, but to business 
men. This confers upon a certain class of 
creditors important rights. It gives them the 
right to dispossessa debtor of fraudulently 
acquired money, even if the court has to take 
it out of his pocket. Hitherto it has been held 
that no process of Jaw could reach a man’s 

ocket and force him torelinquish its contents. 

his is a decision of far-reaching importance 
and will guide the lower courts in cases anal- 
ogous to Martin’s case. 

‘The principle will not, however, be prac- 
ticaily footed in this case, since Martin satis- 
fied the court that he made an honest disposi- 
tion ofthe money, paying his sister a just debt.

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NO TRIAL YET. 
The Nicolson-Thomas Case Has Been 
Postponed. 


IT WILL BE HEARD WEDNESDAY. 


The Courtroom Was Crowded, and the 
Crowd Was Disappointed — Dr. 
Nicolson’s Friend Talks. 


The Nicolson-Thomas fisticuff of Sunday 
afternoon was a topic of general interest yes- 
terday. 

It was very freely discussed and versions 
of the affair were as numerous as could be. 

Opinion was divided as to who had the best 
of itin the encounter, and developments in 
the case were watched with eagerness. 

There has never been a larger police court 
audience than appeared yesterday afternoon. 
The room couldn’t hold more than were pres- 
ent. Every one knew that the true status of 
the case would be brought out in the evidence 


and all were anxious to hear it. 
But the case didn’t have the wished-for 


termination. 

Before 2:30 o’clock people were seated in 
the police court awaitifig patiently. 

Then Recorder Andy Calhoun entered. 

For haf®an hour he was occupied with cases 
of Sunday drunks, while men of all classes 
were crowding to get near the railing when 
the case they were interested in should be 


called. 

There were merchants, lawyers, doctors and 
even one minister crowding together with the 
motley mass that always finds an attraction in 


a case of the kind. 

When the defendants’ names were called 
the scramble that ensued was amusing. A 
line several men deep was formed immediately 
outside of the bar, while peering above their 
heads were those standing upon the seats. 

When the cries of ‘“‘sit down’ and ‘‘order’”’ 
had ceased, Dr. Nicolson stood in front of 


Judge Calhoun’s desk. 
At thesame time Mr. Thomas Leftwich, 


representing Dr. Thomas, addressed the court 
His client remained seated. 

“Tt is impossible,’’ said he, ‘‘for us to pro- 
ceed with the case this afternoon. The short 
interval of time since last evening has not al- 
lowed us to suinmon witnesses, and I have not 
been enabled to make any preparation in be- 


half of my client.’ 
“Flow about it, doctor?” asked Recorder 


Calhoun, addressing Dr. Nicolson. 

“‘T am ready to go on,’’ was the reply. “I 
have no lawrer and don’t wish any. lam my 
own lawyer so faras that isconcerned. I 
have bad nomore timethan the other side 
and I am ready with my witnesses.”’ 

‘‘There is a big difference,’ interposed Mr. 
Leftwich, turning to the court, “between 
bringing one’s witnesses along with him toa 
fracas and having to hunt them up when they 


are unknown to a participant.” 
“You can’t goon with the case?” asked 


Judge Calhoun of the attorney. 

‘No, sir, we can't.” 

“Then I’ll set the trial of Dr. W. P. Nicolson 
and Dr. J. L. Thomas for Wednesday after- 
noon at 2:30 o’clock. The defendants and the 
witnesses in the case will be here at that 


time.”’ 

Both gentlemen arose and, with more than 
three-fourths of the audience, filed out of the 
courtroom. 

Five minutes later the court was almost en- 
tirelv cleared. A few policemen, a half-dozen 
defendants and as many witnesses remained, 
while Recorder Calhoun called the next case. 

The case against Dr. Grandy, charging him 
with interfering with an officer in the dis- 
charge of his duty, was also postponed until 
tomorrow afternoon and both cases will 
called together. . 

A Card from Dr. Grandy. 

To the Public—Dr. Thomas’s statement in yester- 
day’s CONSTITUTION to the effect that Dr. Nicol- 
son’s friends pulled Dr. Thoinas off of him while 
the two were down, is absolutely false. Dr. Nico!- 
son was on top in the whole affair. The Journal’s 
account today makes it appear that I interfered 
with the fight. I was taker to the station house 
on the charge of interfering with an ofticer who 
was trying to get Dr. Nicolson off of Dr. Thomas. 
This officer was in citizen’s clothes and I did not 
know that he was a policeman. 

I tried to prevent the officer from separating 
them and it is not likely that I would have done 
so, had not my friend, Dr. Nicolson, been cetting 
the better of it. Dr. L. B. GRANDY. 

Both gentlemen were on the streets yester- 
day morning as usual. 

« either showed any signs of the unpleasant 
encounter of Sunday. 

Dr. Nicolson was at his office early in the 
morning, and except when he was in police 
court was receiving or visiting his patients in 
his usual{pleasaut, affable manner and happy 
simile. 

“In your account of the encounter this morn- 
ing,” said a friend of Dr. Nicolson’s 
yesterday who was an eye-witness 
to the difficulty, ‘‘tyou have done 
Dr. Nicolson an _ injustice. Dr. Nicolson 
did not strike Dr. Thomas first, neither did he 
attempt to. He approached Dr. Thomas in- 
tending to ask hiin to retract that card. 

“Dr. Thomas told a party that he had 
bought a cane specially to use in event Dr. 
Nicolson approached him. He told the same 
party, too, that when he saw Dr. Grandy on 
the sidewalk he suspected that Dr. Nicolson 
was about fand reversed his stick. Mind you, 
he turned the big énd of the stick from his 
hand before he saw the doctor. 

“It’s unnecessary for me to say that Dr. 
Nicolson did not secrete himself in the stair- 
way. No one who knows that gentleman 
would for a moment believe such a declara- 
tion.

NIW YORK, November 23—[Special.]—Foreign con- 
sumers of cotton are evidehtly disposed to err upon 
the side of prudence and secure at least a portion of 
their supply upon the basis of present prices. Spot 
sales in Liverpool this morning were 12,000 bales. 
Futures by 3 o’clock had advanced from 2@3-64d, clos- 
ing finally firm, although the nervousness of the mar- 
ket was shownin several intermediate reccssions and 
advances. Here, however, attention is more naturally 
centered upon the possibilities of the supply rather than 
upon the dimensions of the demand; and, although the 
strength of Liverpool induced an improvement of 
about 8 psints at the opening, it was not maintained, 
and the market ew eased away as the figures of 
the receipts rolled up another enormous total again, 
bringing the total of crop in sight still further ahead 
of last year.

THE SMALLPOX SCARE IS OVER, 


And Is Under the Control of the Govern- 
ment Oficials—The Railroad Com- 
mission Meets Togiay. 


The smallpox scare at Harris Neck, Liberty 


county, has somewhat abated, and the dwellers 


slong the coast feel greatly relieved. 

The people of Savannah are breathing much 
easier, now that the government officiais have 
the dread disease under control, and there are 
no further fears of it reaching that city. 

From fifty to sixty cases, in all, have been 
reported, but few deaths have resulted. The 

_ disease does not seem to be as malignant and 
deadly as usual. Astothe deaths the infor- 
mation is very meager, as there is no tele- 
graphic communication with Harris Neck, and 
few people are so venturesome as to go into the 
ipfected section hunting news. 

Barracks and hospitals for the afflicted will 
be built at once by the government and rations 
furnished them. 

The governor yesterday received the follow- 
ing telegram from Surgeon General Walter 
Wyman, explaining the situation: 

WASHINGTON, November 22.—Governor Northen : 
Orders have been given to furnish rations to the 
starving. Should a proclamation become neces- 
sary, will notify you. Complete measures to have 
hospitals and temporary barracks erected and 
supplies furnished. Have authorized revenue 
cutter Bout well to carry supplies from Savannah. 

WyMAy, Surgeon General. 

The ordinaries of the two counties in which 
the disease is located—Liberty and McIntosh 
—have made no request upon the governor to 
issue @ proclamation for the strict enforcement 
of quarantine regulations, and itis inferred 
from their failure todo so that their uneasiness 
has ceased. 

Commissions and Resignations.

commissions to, members of different military 
companies in the state. 

Quite a number of resignations have been 
sent in from officers of military companies, 
during the past few weeks, and itis said many

Chickamauga. 

First Lieutenant Ben Goldsmith, of the 
Gate City Guard, who was elected to succeed 
Lieutenant Kendrick, who was elected to the 
captaincy of that company, received his com- 
mission yesterday. 

A commission was also issued to First Lieu- 
tenant W. M. Fulcher, of the Burke Light 
Infantry, who was recently elected to that 
place.

H. W. Little, second lieutenant of the 
Sovthern Rifles, of Talbotton, was commis- 


sioned yesterday. 

The resignation of First Lieutenant Frank 
8. Spencer, of the Atlanta Rifles, was received 
by the adjutant general yesterday, and will be 
acted upon atonce. The resignation is @ very 
brief document, and no reason is given why 
Lieutenant Spencer Jeaves the sompany. 

The resignation of T. J. Buchan, captain of 
the Eastman Volunteers, of Eastman, Ga., 
was aiso received. No reasons for resigning 
are given by Captain Buchan. F. Arm- 
strong. second lieutenant of the Eastman Vol- 
unteers, also resigns, without assigning any 
reasons therefor. 

The Commission Meets. 

There will be a meeting of the railroad com- 
mission today, and some very important mat- 
ters will come up for adjudication by that 
body. 

At the last session of the legislature a bill 
was passed extending the jurisdiction of the 
railroad commission, so asto place telegraph 
and express companies under its supervision 
on the same footing with railroads. 

The commission will proceed today to exer- 
cise this authority, and oes invited the head 
ofticials of these coinpanies to appear at the 
meeting today and give such information as 
the commission may wish concerning rates, 
etc. If the rates are not satisfactory 
to the commission, they will be regulated. 

Several other matters may come up, and will 
be disposed of.

Two Accused Burglars in Falton County 
dail 


MAKE A BOLD ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


It Is Discovered in the Nick of Time by a 
Savannah Detective—The Two Fel- 
lows Placed in Chains, 


Bob Badger and John Taylor, two notorious 
prisoners in Fulton county jail, made a dar- 
ing and almost successful attempt at escape 
yesterday. | 

It was thwarted bya timely discovery of 
Detective Basch, of Savannah. 

Together with Sheriff Morrow, the gentle- 
man was walking on the second fioorof the 
rear of the jail, inspecting the quarters. He 
looked into cell No. 19, as he had done in all of 
the others, and his attention was attracted by 
what looked like a large cobweb. 

With his cane Detective Basch brushed at 
it and there fell at his feet a saw, a sharp shoe 
spring and a piece of cloth. 

The two officials were surprised. 

Further investigation was immediately 
made andalarge hole, sufficient to admit a 
man’s body, was discovered. A search about 
the room showed some fat, by which the saw 
had been sharpened, and four blankets. 

The twoinmates of the cell, Badger and 
Taylor, would have crawled through the open- 
ing, admitting them among the rafters. 
Access to the roof would have then proven 
. @asy. 

Strips of the blankets, tied together, would 
have served to lower them tothe ground and 
complete the work. 

Everything was in readiness for the men to 
get oat last night. Today was set for their 
trial, and the time was a most opportune one 
for them to gain their liberty. 

The prisoners were soon brought face to 
face with their work and asked about it. Of 
course they denied it, but made no explana- 
tions about the instruments or the unusual 
number of blankets, declaring that they Knew 
nothing about them and had made no attempt 
to escape. 

They were immediately locked up in an- 
other cell, chained to the floor and partly 
chained to one another, and in this way they 
will be kept hereafter during their incarcera- 
tion in the county prison. 

Both prisoners are negroes and they are 
charged with burglary. Bob Badger is one of 
the most familiar darkies about the jail, hav- 
ing beenin the hands of jailers and peni- 
tentiary guards almost continually fora num- 
ber of years. He has given repeated trouble to 
the jailersand during his former incarceration 
did damage to the amount of more than one 
hundred dollars. 

Three weeks ago he was again lodged in his 
old cell, and his actions since then were not an 
exception to the rule with him. Mischief of a 
serious kind has all along been predicted. 

Detective Basch’s discovery was unusually 
timely, and to that alone is due the failure of 
the two accused burglars to regain their lib- 
erty. 

A more careful watch than ever will be made 
about the jail. Thisis the second attempted 
escape come upon within the past five days.
